Two More Ballots Without a 
| Choice. 


A Conference of Leaders Trying to 
Unite On a Candidate. 


McKinley and Allison Favorites— 
Foraker Goes Over to Blaine, 


The Ohio Senator Still in the Fight—New York 
Votes to Vote for Blaine Tomorrow—An 
Open Revolt Against the 
Maine Man, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cricaco, June 23.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The conference committee that 
met at the Grand Pacific last night and 
remained in session until nearly 4 o’clock 
this morning, assembled immediately after 
adjournment this morning in parior 3 of 
the Grand Pacific Hotel. There was @ 
large representation, comprising represen- 
tatives of the Alger, Blaine, Allison, Sher- 
man and Hawley forces. The meeting was 
nominally called for the purpose of defeat- 
ing the Harrison mevement today. They 
really did not know the object of their 
meeting, as Harrison had been practically 
defeated by the adjournment yesterday. 
However, after various speakers had ad- 
dressed the meeting upon the impossibility 
of nominating any man but Blaine, they 
appointed a committee to take the situation 
into consideration and to present to the 
conference committee a ticket, which, it 
the members saw fit, they could report back. 
to their delegations with the recommenda- 
tion that they support it. A committee of 
10 was appointed, representing the different 
factions, consisting of Col. Davis and 
Senator Farwell on behalf of Gresham, M. 
H. de Young for the Blaine movement, 
Congressman Hubbard and Mr. Clarkson tor 
Allison, Hon. Mr, Duffield for Alger, Gov. 
Foraker and Hon. Ben Butterworth for 
Sherman. The conference then adjourned 
until 2:30, and thé committee wént inte 
session, notifying Senators Hoar and Quay 
to be resent. Senator Quay did not imme- 
diately put in an appearance. 

GRESHAM WITHDRAWN. 

The first action taken was by Senator 
Farwell, who after complimenting Judge 
Gresham, said that for the sake of harmony 
he would withdraw his name. 

Gov. Foster then addressed the meeting 
in behalf of John Sherman as the ablest 
man that the committee could report in fa- 
vor of. 

Atthe conclusion of Gov. Foster’s re- 
marks Mr. Duffield addressed the commit- 
tee im favor of Gen. Alger. 

Mr. Clarkson was then called upon, and 
he very strongly urged the claims of Sera- 
tor Allison. 

M. H.de Young being called on, stated 
to the committee that he thought they“were 
not there to listen to the praises of differ- 
ent candidates, but to decide upon the man 
that was most available, and who could 
earry the country for the party; that the 
better plan would be to examine into the 
merits and demerits of the different can- 
didates. Mr. de Young stated to the com- 
mittee the objections urged by representa- 
tives from the Pacific Coast te two or three 
of the candidates, setting forth their weak- 
nesses, and concluded by saying that there 
was no necessity of setting forth the claims 
and ee of Biaine, as everybody 

was too well acquainted with him to require 
that at this time. 

NEW YORK FOR BLAINE. 

At this moment Senator Quay came into 
theroom. He stated to the committee that 
New York had decided to support Blaine, 
and he could not see how the nomination of 
Blaine could be avoided. He felt that a 
majority of the convention would be in 
favor it. 

The chairman, Senator ‘Farwell, said that 
in any event it was the duty of the commit- 
tee to recommend the name of some candi- 
date for the conference to support asa body 
and the name of Congressman McKinley of 
Ohio was proposed. 

The committee was polled as to some of 
the candidates, and, by a large rey oe 
decided that Sherman was out of the fight; 
that Blaine being an impossibility with the 
convention, it was the duty of the commit- 
tee to endeavor to select somebody outside 
of Blaine, and that he ought not to be con- 
sidered by this committee. The result of 
this wasa protracted discussion. An at 
tempt was made to catechise the representa- 
tives present as to their second choice, Mr. 
Duffield, manager of the Aiger forces, was 
asked who his sleaation would su in 
the event Gen. Al -" was out of the way, 
to which he replied Blaine. The same 
question was put to De Young, who stated 
that his position was different from that of 
aby gentleman present, his delegation sup- 
porting the candidate, who, in his opinion, 
would be nominated ; therefore, it would 
be ridiculous to ask him to name a second 
choice, especially in view of the fact that 
the candidates represented by other mem- 
bers of the committee were already fully out 
of the race. 

M’KINLEY THE FAVORITE. 

At this stage of the proceedings Senator 
Hoar addressed the meeting, and said tnat 
Blaine was very dear to the people of Mas- 
sacuusetts: thatthey thought very highly 
of him, and that he could undoubtedly 
carry his State. He thought Congressman 
McKinley could also carry it, if he were 
placed at the head of the ticket. 

The Ohio delegates, Gov. Foster and Gen. 
Butterworth, refused to consider Sherman 
out of the fight, for all that the committee 
had: so decided. Repeated ballots were 
= lag On the first ballot in the committee, 
no one candidate received over three votes. 
After repeated balloting McKinley received 
seven votes. 


Young and asked him if he would recom- 
mend his delegation to support McKinley. 
De Young replied that he weuld not; that 
his delegation nad declared for the man 
who now held a majority of the votes in the 
convention, and 1t would be simply ridicu- 
lous to ask them, when they had won their

There was a great deal of iscussion, and 
some that favored McKinley now objected 
to reporting him to the conference. 

Mr. Duffield said that after they had re- 
ported a man, it ought to be one strong 
enough to beat Blaine, which McKinley 
could not do, 

Another delegate stated that McKinley 
had this. morning practically. maces him- 
selfin the same position as Blaine, when 
he got on a chair in the ‘Gunventine and 
stated that he was not a candidate gpr the 
Presidency.

After some more discussion it was finally 
decided to report two names to the confer- 
ence, and thesecond name chosen was Alli- 
son. The committee then adjourned to re- 
port to the conference.

ARK THK STREETS TO BESWEPT 
BY MAOCARINERY? 


Members of the Board Want to 
Make the Street Hailroad People 
Stand Up to Their Contract—A 
Whole Batch of Street Matters. 


The Board of Public Works met in the 
City Hall yesterday and transacted the fol- 
lowing business: 

Recommended that the bid of E. C. Bur- 
lingame for sweeping the streets by ma- 
chinery be accepted. Paved streets 80 feet 
wide at $27.50 per mile; less than 80 feet

THE ZANJERO. 


A FAITHFUL MUNICIPAL OFFI- 
OBR ANSWERS UBARGES. . 


The “Man ‘Who Knows" Passes a 
Severe Judgment Upon the Ad- 
ministration of Zanjero Wise 
Which the Latter Annibilates— 
His Management Correct. 


Various persons, by letter and otherwise, 
have been lodging complaints against the 
Zanjero and the way he is managing the 
office, and the Zanja Committee has been 
asked to look into it. A letter was re 
ceived not long since, which stated that the 
present Zanjero was employing more men 
than any previous officer nid, be was spend- 
ing for the city uselessly much money, and 
while his labors were lighter on account of 
many of the old tracts being cut up into 
lots,-the office was costing more money 
than it ever did before. 

So much was said about the matter that 
two weeks ago the Finance Cemmittee, in 
its report to the Council, stated that the 
Zanjero was employing a clerk 1n his office 
at the expense of the yp ! where no clerk 

too muc , 
- thes were made on the report, and the 
jero came up in 
HIS OWN DEFENSE, 
and it was decided by the Council that the 
office was all right and the Finance Com- 
mittee were mistaken in their ideas. Since 
the adjournment of the Council, other dis- 
gruntied citizens have been writing letters, 
and the same thing is likely to come up 


again. 

A Times reporter yesterday called at the 
Zanjeio’s office and asked him as to the 
charges. He indignantly denies all of 
them. As to the clerkship matter, the gen- 
tleman says he has no clerk. Under the 
old administration during the three sum- 
mer months there were five deputies al- 
lowed, and each of these deputies were 
allowed $10 per month for feed for an extra 
horse when the work was heavy. The ex- 
tra amounted to $50 per month. Only two of 
the deputies kept the extra horses, and the 
other two swelled their salaries with 
the $10. When the new Zanjeto came in 
at the first of the year he presented this 
matter to the Zanja Committee, and when 
the busy season came on he proposed to 
them that instead of allowing the extra for 
horse feed that they give him 

ANOTHER DEPUTY 

at a salary of $60 per mouth. The commit- 
tee agreed to the plan, and a short time ago 
reported it favorably to the Council, and 
that body in the regular order of business 

actioned the employing of another man. 
He was putin, and has been at work since 
as a deputy. His duty is to patrol his 
ditches three times aday. He does this 
regularly, and, in addition to that, does some 
clerical work in the office. That is the 
whole story of the clerkship. 

As to the work being lighter than it was 
a year ago, the Zanjero says it is 
heavier from the result of the big tracts be- 
ing cut up. In former times t tracts 
took water and the ditches ran all over 
them. When they were cut up the ditches 
were completely disorganized, the embank- 
ments torn down and the system disar- 
ranged by the opening of so many new 
streets. It has been a constant source of 
labor all this year in opening up new 
ditches, putting in pipe and otherwise ar- 
ranging

to suit the new order of things. While 
these tracts take the water no more, there 
stiil remains the work of keeping the 
ditches up. 

The Zanjero says further that while the 
charges are made that the business is not 
as large asa year ago, the re show 
that he has turned in more money for the 
month of June than his predecessor did. 
He defies the es who are assailing him 
to prove any of their assertions, and stamps 
the whole procedure as spite vented upon 
him by certain persons seeking to serve 
personal ends. oreover, he says that 
whenever his administration becomes dis- 
tasteful to the people he is willing to give 
up the place.

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TALKS WITH CITIZENS. 


Real-estate Craze.—“We have come out 
of the real-estate craze of last year a good 
deal better than 1 expected,” remarked a 
business gentleman of Los Angeles the 
other day. “Things geherally now are in 
pretty good shape, and the business inter- 
ests of the country are in a healthier state 
than they were a few months ago. On the 
whole, | think the outlook is encouraging, 
and lively times will be ours again next 


fall.” 

.— "There is a great deficleney in 
the court accommodation in thiscity. It 
takes months to getacase tried. Justice 
King’s court was intended as a relief, but it 
is really more of a nuisance than anything 
else. Itis ina miserable little room, u 
stairs, furnished with half a dozen ricke y 
chairs. The Justice frequently has to stand, 
and when he sits he has to do his writing 
upon his knee.

A justice ought to bea 
jurist. Most important questions uently 
come before justices for decision. A jus- 
tice’s court is a peopie’s court, and justice 
should be administered there cheaply, cor- 
rectly, and without delay. garding the 
condition of some of our justices’ courts, 
the less said the better. They are simply 
rotten and disgraceful. he~ Superior 
courts are much overcrowded, and the law’s 
delays are exemplified to an excrucatin 
extent. There is one particular abuse whic 
{6 loudly complained of. This is the render- 
ing of ex parte orders for an extension 
vf time, in cases where there is no valid 
defense, simply for delay, thus preventing 
‘reditors from speedily collecting their 
debts. Such favors are not contemplated, 
without restrictions, by the code and are 
not granted elsewhere, Asan example of 
what I mean, let me instance acase: A 
complaint is filed on a promissory note. 
The time to answer or appear is about to 
expire. Some unkoown attorney applies to 
ajudge for an ex parte order, extending 
the time 10 or 20 days. He gets such ex- 
tension. When that time expires, without 
tny notice to the opposite side, he goes to 
another judge, applies for and gets another 
10 or 20 days, and thus delays the time, 
without any valid defense. hen the last 
Sean expires he files a demurrer, 
which is tobe argued in the near future. 
The demurrer is reached, after while, over- 
ruled and 10 days given to answer. These 
10 days expire and the first tactics are re- 
newed. The lawyer runs to a jud 
always without notice to the plaintiff's 
sttorney—simply asks for 10 days’ more 
éxtension and gets it. The judge smilies 
benignantly as the lawyer retires, to 
renew his application again, when 
hus the plaintiff ye de- 


trial, at which time other excuses and de- 
lays are interposed to procrastinate the da 
of judgment. The lawyers for the defen 
ant do not even take the trouble to file affi-

Up to Friday evening, three ballots 
had been taken, giving no candidate 
besides John Sherman a large adyant- 
age in the number of yotes. Depew 
had withdrawn, ani we foreshadowed 
the intention of the New York delega- 
tion to cast their vote fur Llarrison on 
the morrow. ‘This forecast proved 
true. The fourth ballot was looked 
forward to with «reat eagerness and 
auxiety.

ment until 4o0’clock, at which time a 
further adjournment was taken until 
Monday. morning. The loss of four 
votes by Ilarrison on the fifth ballot 
and the decided majority by which the 
adjournment was. carried—<492 to 320— 
seems to have been accepted as an in- 
dication that the strength of Ilarrison, 
who was supposed to be the coming 
man, was not sufficient to elect him. 

A marked feature of the balloting 
was Gresham’s decided falling off to 
9S votes on the fourth and 87 on the 
iifth ballot. Before the convention 
met he was considered by mauy as the 
strongest man in the field, having the 
enthusiastic support of two leading 
Chicago papers. The bad break made 
by Bobj Ingersoll on the previous even- 
ing,in his speech delivered just after 
the adjournment,in which he took upon 
himself to make an appeal for 
Gresham, acted as a boomerang and 
injured his cause. Alger has madea 
steady though gradual advance with 
every ballot, standing, at the close, 
third upon the list. 

When the convention adjourned in 
the evening it was a scene of great ex- 
citement. The outlook was not brill- 
iant for an agreement. The deadlock 
promised by the Blaine boomers had 
apparently arrived. It was evidently 
necessary to make some attempt to 
bring order out of chaos, and the com- 
mittee, whose formation in the inter- 
est of barmony we mentioned a few 
days ago, at once da@ssembled to take 
the complicated situation into consid- 
eration and endeavor to find a feasible 
path out of the labyrinth. A subcom- 
mittee, consisting of ten friends of 
prominent candidates, was appointed 
to consider and present to the confer- 
ence committee a ticket which, if the 
members saw fit, they could report 
back to their delegations with a 
recommendation that they support 
it. This subcommittee at once went 
into session, and the preceedings, which 
are described in a graphic and detailed 
manner in our telegraph columns, were 
interesting and remarkable in the high- 
est degree. The first thing done was the 
proposed withdrawal of Gresham by his 
frends. The committee then un- 
dertook to decide that John Sherman 
was out of the fight. This was rather 
a peculiar ground to take, in view of 
the fact that Sherman has more votes 
than any other candidate. Messrs. 
Foraker and Butterworth, representing 
Sherman, viewed the matter in this 
light, and refused to agree to 
such an unjustifiable estimate of 
their favorite’s chances. Blaine 
was stated to be an impossibility, and 
that it was the duty of the 
committee to consider some other can- 
didate. After repeated ballets a vote 
of seven for McKinley of Obid was ob» 
tained. Objections were raised to him 
that he was not streng enough to beat 
Blaine, and that he had placed bimself 
in the same position as Blaine, by stat- 
ing that afternoon in the convention 
that he was not a candidate. It was 
finally agreed to report two names, 
and McKinley and Allison were de- 
cided upon. This report was made to 
the Conterence Committee, which then 
adjourned for deliberation: 

The Blaine boomers, who have been 
keeping themselves on hand with great 
difficulty, now claim that they bave 
given each of the leading aspirants 
what they cal) a “fair show” to cap- 
ture the nomination, and say that they 
cannot now be expected to wait any 
longer. It is probable that the ful) 
strength of the Biaine movement will 
be brought out in the first ballot on 
Monday. The Blaine men are very 
confident, but, on the other band, there 
are a great many delegates who are 
very determined that Biaine shall not 
be railroaded through. The situation 
is at present intensely pregnant and 
interesting.

His 
war service embraced the first cam- 
paign of Rosecrans in West Virginia 
in 1861, where he campaigned on the 
Kanawha, New and Gauley Rivers, and 
fought at Carnifex Ferry and. in vari- 
ous minor actions with the enemy in 
their mountain strongholds in that re- 
gion. In 1862 he followed his command 
deep into the enemy’s country, was at 
Sewall Mountain, Parisburg and 
Princeton, and at Fiat Top Mountain 
till August, when his division was 
transferred to the Potomac at the criti- 
cal juncture in the affairs of Mc- 
Clellan’s army on the. peninsula. Ile 
was present in the great battles of 
South Mountain and. Antietam, and 
later returned with command to 


iment wintered. in 1863 he. was 
found again campaigning in Southwest 
Virginia, and in July of that year was 
on the celebrated Morgan raid 
through Southern Ohio. In 1864 
he participated. in Crook’s and 
Ifunter’s campaigns against New 
River Bridge and Lynchburg, where 
all the troops of the command per- 
formed the most arduous service, and 
at one time, enveloped in the hostile 
mazes of the Alleghanies, without sup- 
plies, and two hundred miles from tkeir 
base of operations, found themselves 
on the ragged edge of starvation. Re- 
turning again to its old stamping- 
ground on the Kanawha, McKinley’s 


and afew weeks thereatter took part 
in that arduous, bloody and memovxa- 
ble campaign in the Shenandoah, where 
Sheridan sent Early “‘whirling up the 
valley,’’ recaptured the great valley 
which was known as the “reve!

During this campaign the Twenty-third 
participated in the actions of Cabell- 
town, Monocacy, Berryville, Opequan 
And Cedar Creek, the two last being 
classed among the great battles of the 
war and resulting in _ victories 
which shed imperishable renown upon 
the Union arms. In those battles the 


heavily, and McKinley was always at 
his post of duty, faithful, intrepid and 
enduring. Ie served to the end of the 
war, havihg been promoted to staff po- 
sitions, and was honorably discharged 
in the fall of 1865 with the rank of 
captain and brevet major. 


After the war he was _ for 
four years [Prosecuting Attorney 
for Stark county, Ohio. In 1576 


he was elected to Congress trom the 
Eighteenth Ohio District, and has 
been repeatedly reelected, his service 
in the House covering nearly six terms. 
He rapidly rose to honorable promi- 
nence in that body, and for many years 
has been recognized as a debater of 
skill and force, especially upou the 
tariff question, upon which he is a 
leader, if not the leader, of his party in 
the lower branch of Congress. 

Personally, Maj. McKinley is a gen- 
ial and lovable man, to whom 
his friends and companions a:e 
fondly attached. He is siraight, solid 
and firm built, carries laree, 
two-story Websterian head s¥mmet- 
ricaily poised on a pair of square 
shoulders, and bas a smo -to-shaven 
face, honest eyes and a frank, candid, 
bonhommie mznuner. 

McKinley is a promising dark horse, 
and should Presidential itghtuing 
strike bim, he would be found a win- 
ning candidate, for he is a man of 
large capacity, unswerving integrity, 
untarnished honor, proved patriot- 
ism, and full of that Sort of pluck that 
the American people admire. He is, 
in short, first-class Presidential timber.
